E. L. EDWARDS Is sole owner of the organization, and 
It has been alleged that In order to keep from being 
placed on the Subversive list that he has turned 
over the names and addresses of every member to the 
Attorney General of the United States. If this alleged 
Information Is a fact. It ties In with the recent expose 
of EDWARDS by the Georgia Tribune. 

"We have heard the remark many times that 
the U. S. Kiiights of the Ku Klux Klan was no more than 
impersonators of the original KKK, It has been alleged 
and proven that EDWARDS has no plans to help prevent 
the race mixing of the schools and it was a well known 
fact that the original KKK had a definite plan to prevent 
any Klansm^n’s child from ever going to a mixed school. 

" Itie Georgia Trlbrne of October 29 , 1959 
said he had turned over a photo static copy of the 
members applications to the Atomic Energy plant in 
Knoxville, Tenn,, and that men were about to lose 
their Jobs because of It. 

"We do know one thing-- the organization has 
not paid this newspaper and some other newspapers for 
advertising. 

"It seems a shame that the American people 
have been misled by this man into believing that he 
had the original KKK when he does not approach it in any 
form.

"The original KKK had definite programs, and 
knew what they were doing, and usually completed 
any program that they had. 

"The original K.K.K. stood prepared to 
set up private schools anytime they were needed. 

"A suit by ELDON L. EDWARDS vs. Association 
of South Carolina Klans, which was tried before 
Judge C, C. WYCHE at Spartanburg, S. C., May 26, 1959 *. 

"Validity of EDWARDS claim of copyright 
denied by order No. C. A. 6562 said order holding 
among other things that he acted as a mere copyist and 
therefore was not an author. That the mere aggregating 
of old material does not amount to ordinary skill 
sufficient to authorize a copyright, 

"In plain English, EDWARDS does not have a 
copyrighted KLORAN, as what he actually had tried to 
do was to change the original KLORAN around. Using a 
small amount of the original with his own ideas. This 
places present members of the U. S. Knights of the 
KKKK as actually not being members of the KKK, as he has 
never established Knighthood in the order and his men 
could not qualify for Knighthood as they have not been 
members of the KKK. Iherefore his organization is an 
Imposter organization, xvithout knowledge of Klan Kraft."

The first order of business was a debate on the 
administration of the new consolidated Klans by a 
Nationial Grand Council. They could not agree on whether the 
National Grand Council could issue orders to each Individual 
Klan. It wan agreed that the Council, to consist of three 
men and the Grand Dragon of e^ch iClan, and one alternate 
delegate from each Klan, would establish policy, remove un- 
desirable council members, channel information of interest 
to all Klans for dissemination to all Klavems. Lochl Klahs 
could still exercise their own initiative on actidn to be 
taksa on local problems and could take prompt action without 
having to first clear it through the Grand Council; each Klan 
would furnish funds to the Grand Council for tise in employ- 
ing attorneys tochfjend Klan members and employ lobbyists to 
further Klan interests in various state legislatureis. The 
wount to be assessed oh each Klan would be decided at the 
Convention in Columbia, S(|uth Carolina on April 9, 1960. The 
Grand Council will take the initiative in establishing 
Hlational policy and securing national publicity and issuing 
Klan publications in furtherance of the Klan progr£^m.

The Grand Council will be known as the National 
Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, and all 
Klans will be affiliated with the Council, but will still ^ 
maintain their separate Individual Identities and n a m es ln\v 
the states in which they now operate. 

The delegates to the Grand Council will be selected 
by the Grand Dragon of each Individual Klan. The Grand 
Dragons are supposed to attend all Grand Co\incll meetings . 

At the Coluoibla convention they will decide on where these 
meetings will be held and how often the Council will meet. 
There will be no permanent chairman. The chairmanship will 
rotate In order among the Grand Dragons with a different one 
serving at each meeting. 

The paper work, correspondence and general admin- 
istration will be handled by one full-time permanent secre- 
tary, to be selected by the Grand Council at Columbia, South 
Carolina. He will receive a salary from the funds received 
from the various Klans. His headquarters will also be de- 
cided at the Columbia convention.

A source, who has furnishfed reliable information

On April 9, 1960, leaders of the various Klan 
groups in the southeastern United States gathered at Columbia, 
South Carolina, in preparation for a meeting to finalize the 
conso^y.^t.ion- of-all Klans for a joint operation. Most of 
the' K^lah leaders arrived on Saturday, April 9, 1960, and 
most of them stayed at the Wade Hampton and Jefferson Hotels 
in Columbia.

I, now in the pres- 

ence of Almighty God, the blessed Virgin 
Mary, the bless^ St. John the Baptist, the 
Holy Apostles, St. Peter and St. Paul, and 
all the saints, sacred host of Heaven, and 
to you, my Ghostly Father, the superior 
general of the Society of Jesus, founded by 
St Ignatius Loyola, in the pontification of 
Paul the III, and continued to the present, 
do by the womb of the Virgin, the matrix oi 
God, and the rod of Jesus Christ, declare 
and swear that His Holiness, the Pope, is 
Christ's vice regent and is the true and only 
head of the Catholic or Universal Church 
throughout the earth; and that by virtue of 
the keys of binding and loosing given His 
Holiness by my Savior, Jesus Christ, he 
hath power to depose heretical kings, 
princes. States, Commonwealths, and Gov- 
ernments and they may be safely de- 
stroyed. Therefore to the utmost of my 
power I will defend this doctrine and His 
Holiness's right and custom against all 
usurpers of the heretical or Protestant au- 
thority whatever, especially the Lutheran 
Church of Germany, Holland, Denmark, 
Sweden, and Norway and the now pre- 
tended authority and Churches of England 
and Scotland, and the branches of same 
now established in Ireland and on the 
Continent of America and elsewhere, and 
all adherents in regard that they may be 
usurped and heretical, opposing the sacred 
Mother Church of Rome. 


I do now denounce and disown any alle- 
giance as due to any heretical king, prince, 
or State, named Protestant or Liberals, or 
obedience to any of their laws, magistrates, 
or officers. 

I do further declare that the doctrine of 
the Churches of England and Scotland, ol 
the Calvinists, Huguenots, and others of 
the name of Protestants or Masons to be 
damnable, and they themselves to be 
damned who will not forsake the same. 

I do further declare that I will help, assist, 
and advise all or any of His Holiness's 
agents, in any place where I should be, in 
Switzerland, Germany, Holland, Ireland, or 
Amerif'a rr any other kmgdr’i. or terri' 
tory I shall come to and do iny utmost to 
extirpate the heretical Protestant or Masonic 
doctrines and to destroy all their pretended 
powers, legal or otherwise. 

I do further promise and declare that, 
notwithstanding I am dispensed with to 
assume any religion heretical for the propa- 
gation of the Mother Church's interest, to 
keep secret and private ail her agents' 
counsels from time tc time, as they intrust 
me, and not divulge, directly or indirectly, 
by word, writing, or circumstances what- 
ever but to execute all that should be pro- 
posed, given in charge, or discovered unto 
me by you, my Ghostly Father, or any o\ 
this sacred order. 


I do further promise and declare that 1 
will have no opinion or will of my own or 
any mental reservation whatever, even as 
a corpse or cadaver (perinde ac cadaver), 
but will unhesitatingly obey each and 
every command that I may receive from 
my superiors in the militia of the Pope and 
of Jesus Christ. 

That I will go to any part of the world 
whithersoever I may be sent, to the frozen 
regions north, jungles of India, to the cen- 
ters of civilization of Europe, or to the wild 
haunts of the barbarous savages of America 
without murmuring or repining, and will be 
submissive in all things whatsoever is 
communicated to me.

"He said the consolidation does not 
include either the U. S. Klan— headed by another 
Atlantian, E. L. EDWARDS — or the Christian Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, a Columbus outfit, 

"Mr. EDWARDS said Monday that his U. S. 

Klans would not recognize the new group, 

"•It’s an assumed name they picked up 
aifter being thrown out of our organization, ’ he said, 

"He said the JONES organization was 
composed of 'outlaw splinter groups who have been kicked 
out by us for treason, or what have you, ' and said that 
the meeting was attended by representatives from only 
five states, and not the 17 claimed by Mr, JONES. 

"•All combined their membership wouldn't 
total 300’, he said. As to the flg\u*e of 42,000 
claimed by Mr. JONES. Mr. EDWARDS said, 'It would fool 
me if they had over 45. ' 

"He said that according to his infoimiation 
splinter group representatives from Georgia, Florida, 

South Carolina, Alabama and Tennessee attended the weekend 
meeting here, 'plus a man who lives part of the time 
in Mississippi and part of the time in New York who 
claimed to represent both states,'

"The consolidation is apparently intended 
as a frontline challenge to the national U. S. Klan, 
headed by iy&:». EDWARDS. Mr. JONES* klan was chartered 
in Pulton County on Dec. 7^ 1959 after he split with 
EDWARDS, reportedly over financial matters. 

'4yEi?, JONES said his organization will 
seek only high-type members. ‘We don’t Intend to 
go out here and take the bums off the street, ’ he said. 

"He said that within the next two weeks 
Kleagles — Klan organizers — will go into 30 additional 
states in a drive aimed at enlisting 10 million additional 
members within the next I8 months, 

"He said New York, New .^rsey, Pennsylvania 
and Delaware are among the states to be visited by 
Kleagles, 

"The new group is holding a second 
meeting shortly, he said. He declined to identify 
the location of the meeting, but said that it was 
’within 125 miles of Atlanta.’" 


"The Atlanta Constitution" in its 
edition of March 1, i960, carried the following 
article :

"A new Ku Klux Klan group Monday 
announced plans to combine independent Klansmen in 17 
states and seek 10 million more members in 30 states. 
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"The Infant organization promptly was 
termed a splinter group by another klan outfit’s leader, 
who discO’^'ted membership claims of the new group, 

"H, J. JONES of Jonesboro, said plans for 
a group known as the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., 
were formed at a weekend meeting. He said the Hew group- 
combines 42,000 Klansmen from 17 Southeastern and South- 
western states , 

"JONES said the organization will seek 10 
million members, adding 'We don't intend to go out and 
take biiras off the street,' He said the states to be 
visited by Klan recruiters include New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Delaware. 

"Two other white supremacy groups operating 
in the South — the U, S, Klan and the Crhlstian Knights 
of the Ku Klxix Klan — were not included in the merger. 

"E, L, EDWARDS of Atlanta, who heads 
the U, S. Klan, said his organization would not recognize 
the new group. He said it is composed of 'outlaw 
splinter groups that have been kicked out by us for 
treason, or what have you. ' 

"EDWARDS said the weekend meeting was attended 
by representatives from only five states, not the 17 
claimed by JONES, and declared the new group's membership 
wouldn't total 300. EDWARDS said he understood representatives 
from Georgia, Florida, South Carolina, Alabama, and 
Tennessee attended the meeting."

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The first order of business was a debate 
on the administration of the new consolidated Klans by a 
National Grand Council. They could not agree on 
whether the National Grand Co\mcil could issue orders 
to each individual Klan. It was agreed that the 
Coijncil, to consist of three men and the Grand 
Dragon of each Klan, and one alternate delegate from 
each Klan, would establish policy, remove undesirable 
coiincil members, and channel infbiroaticn of interest 
to all Klans for dissemination to all Klavems, 

Local Klans could still exercise their 
own initiative on action to be taken on local 
problems and could take prompt action without having 
to first clear it t 2 irough the Grand Council; each Klan 
would furnish fvinds to the Grand Council for use in 
employing attorneys to defend Klan members and employ 
lobbyists to further Klan interests in various 
state legislatures. The amount to be assessed on 
each Klan would be decided at the Convention in 
Columbia, South Carolina, on April 9, i960. The 
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Grand Coimcil will take the initiative in establishing 
National policy and securing national publicity 
and issuing Klan publications in furtherance of the 
Klan program. 


The Grand Coiincil will be known as the 
National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klujc 
Klan, and all Klans will be affiliated with the Council, 
but will still maintain their separate individual 
identities and names in the states in which they now 
operate . 


The delegates to the Grand Council will 
be selected by the Grand Dragon of each individtial Klan, 
The Grand Dragons are supposed to attend all Grand 
Council meetings. At the Columbia convention, they will 
decide on where these meetings will be held and how 
often the Council will meet. There will be no 
permanent chairman. The chairmanship^ will rotate 
in order among the Grand Dragons with' a different one 
serving at each meeting. 


The paper work, correspondence and general 
administration will be handled by one full-time permanent 
secretary, to be selected by the Grand Council at 
Columbia, South Carolina, He will receive a sala3?y from 
the funds received from the various Klans. His 
headquarters will also be decided at the Columbia convention.

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association of 
Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
North Carolina; Association of South Carolina Klans, 
South Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Tennessee; and Kykses Klan, Texas, 

This source advised that at a consolidation 
meeting at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5? 1960, at 
which the North Carolina and Texas Klans were not 
represented, it was resolved and passed that their names 
be changed to National Ku Klux Klan.
